Mr. firyce graduated from the 
Jniver«ity of Toronto in 1932 as 
I Mining Engineer. Tiic impact 
jf the Depression so stimulated lil^ 
interest in current world problems 
:l)al he proceeded to Cambridge 
for post-graduate studies, and 
thence to the London School ot 
Economics. From London Uni- 
versity Mr. Bryce passed to Har- 
vard on a two year Commonwealth 
Fellowship and ultimately return- 
ed to Canada in 1937. 

In 1938 he' Joined the Depart- 
ment of Finance in Ottawa where 
his duties involved him in econo- 
mic problems, international loans, 
monetary agreements, etc., and la- 
ter in the operations of the Inter- 
national Bank for Rcconstructiiin 
and Development to which institu- 
tion he was appointed Canadian 
Executive Director, Mr. Bryce be- 
came Assistant Deputy Minister af 
Finance in 11)47, at which time he 
resigned from the Dii-cctorate of 
tha International Bank.

Les Amis de I'Arl arc presenting, 
at 3B15 Calixa>Lavallcc St., a uniauc 
and very interesting oxposition: a 
collection of the works of out- 
standing scenic artists. I soy ' that 
the show is unique bcciuise it is the 
second o( its kind in ihc Inst ci(jhty 
.vciirs; it is inlerc>tins, not only 
from the point of view of usu.nl 
.Trt .ipiiviil, but boc;ui>e you will 
have to ask yourself, "How did 
Ihey ever build that?" 

Every costume plate in the ex- 
position has had a costume con- 
structed after its pattern; every 
color rendering, whether for staRc 
or screen, has hod n set built .ifn r 
its model and color scheme. From 
this point of view .-ilono, tlie fact 
tliiit only prodULLd plans are ex- 
hibited, there is much artistic 
satisfaction to be derived. 

The dcsign.s run the gamut of all 
the artistic trends: naturalist, im- 
pressionist, romantic, fauves and 
cubist, and also include some set- 
tings lor the cinema which defied 
categorization. Each of Ihc nine 
local scenic artists has a large 
representation; there are some

ninety catalogued items. The whole 
show, then, is a combination of nine 
'one man' exhibitions. 

■There is no doubt that some of 
these scenic designs do not stand 
up as great or even 'good' paintings. 
But Rreat, or even cxcitir.s paint- 
ing is not the aim in this branch 
of tlu'.itro production. The scenic 
(ii'siCiivr is interested only in put- 
tin;; bis 'environment' on paper, 
and splashing here and there with 
controlled light. 

Therefore, 1 1 would warn you not 
to be taken in by the excellence of 
one artist's draftsmanship and Skip 
lifihtly by a work which seems a 
little more careless in its cxeculion. 
A Rood .scenic .•■ketch will, in a few 
moments Kive you .'ill tlio impres- 
sions of depth, mood and color 
which the artist wishes to convey. 

I would call to your particular 
attention the works of Hans Bcr- 
ends, Claude Pcrrlcr and the Bev- 
crend Father Corbcil. 1 chose these

For a century now it has been customary to 
point to the ri^ht of free speech as basic to' our 
democracy. Thus all our prejudices and unex- 
amined scntimen(s load us (o cxclnim spontan- 
eously "Of enur-e I'm in favour of free speeeli." 

Hu( llie riL'iit of free speeeli means as much 
today !i~ it did ulien its fir.-t |ii(iponents were 
cniuleiimcd as rtidicals. As a principle it involves 
tromenilotis responsibility. The right which wc 
claim for ourselves, wc must be prepared to 
grant others like us. We must grant this right, 
even when we disagree with what these others 
have to shy. 

The mind which rcids (his is only (on ready 
to aprcc. Do wc in fnc( realize how- much this 
rule implies? 

At Wednesday's meeting of the .Students' So- 
ciety it was quite easy to grant the right of 
speaking to "prominent speakers of all political 
beliefs." Half an hour later it proved well nigh 



impossible d, grant the self-same right to one 
single inilividiiiil. 

In oilier words it is easier to promise a right 
to countless (liousands of speakers, than to turn 
around and fiianl it to one. 

Thus we speak of the responsibility involved 
in this |)rinciple. Democracy in the abstract is 
innocent, accepttihle, a model of propriety. But 
dcmorracy the living iiiiimal is apt (o be a mons- 
(cr, somediing which terrifies us when we meet 
it ill the fle^h. It is hatl news for (lie timid, but 
when we want to be democrats, it is the real 
animal we have to live with. 

Perhaps then it is worth while to reconsider, 
whether or not wc as individuals really believe 
in free speech. Wc must sec if wc have the cour- 
anc to ciant (liis right to our opponents; if wc 
really have tlio fnith that in a democracy the 
right viewpoint will prevail. 

When we have decided this, perhaps, wc shall 
all think more clearly than some of us at Wed- 
nesday's meeting. P. D. S. 



Last Tuesday the Ca-s avant Soc- 
iety sponsored Dr. Charles Cour- 
boln orsanlst of St. Patrick's 
Cathedral, New York. 

Dr. Courboln Is apparently very 
highly rated among the organ- 
ists of North America. This be- 
ing SI) I can only suppose that 
Tuesday's performance fell far 
below his usual standard. It Is 
true that Handel's Overture to the 
Occasional Oratorio, his opening 
selection, was played with great 
verve — as wa» also Edwin 
Srasse's Serenade — but surely 
Bach's Choral Prelude "Fervent- 
ly do I pray for a Blessed End" 
(better known as O Sacred Head 
Sore Wouiidrd), and his Prelude 
and riiKiic In A major arc better 
tests of an oreanlsfs musicianship. 

The former received a com- 
pletely lustreless interpretation, 
in which the beauty of the 
chorale was lost amid its orna- 
meniallons. In the latter Ihc pre- 
lude received adequate treatment 
but In the fuKue Dr. Cimrboln 
gave the appearance of a man 



trying to ride four horses at once 
and falling between all of them. 

The second section of the pro- 
gramme consisted of the choir of 
Erskine and American ('luirrh 
under the direrllon of itcrklry 
c:hadwick slnRhiR a group of short 
religious soHRS— notably Christe 
()ul Lux es et Dies by Uyrde and 
two .Molets of Ileally Wllllan, all 
of these Gregorian. The soprano 
section could have been stranger 
but all In all the performance was 
good. 

Dr. Courboin's second group 

consisted of Narcello's Psalm 19, 
Klrhard Purvis' Communio, which 
ulili/rs a lovely Gregorian Theme, 
the I)c profundis Clamavi of 
.Maekclberghc, Auguste de Bock's 
Allegretto and, finally, Cesar 
Franck's Cantablle and the Finale 
from the six pieces for Grand 
Organ.

1 have mentioned only three of 
the exhibitors. The other six arc 
all named in the catalogue and 
their work is as interesting, and 
possibly as controversial, as that of 
those mentioned above. The exhibi- 
tion is a worthwhile one for those 
who enjoy art shows, and a must 
for those who manifest the least 
interest in any branch of dramatic 
production.
